explore more thoroughly bis LCHARVJSST potential. Summarized 
briefly, CAHELM has good access within the Deutsche China 
Gesellschaft (DCG) , which however has been Inactive for several 
years because of the political unpopularity of Wolf SCHENKE. 
Because SCHENKE has resigned, and Fritz KORDT, the chairman- 
elect, is expected to take over in mld-1966, there is consider- 
able optimism among the DCG members that the organization will 
resume its former key role in West German - Communist China 
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relations. GAHIXiM has only limited access in the Ostasiatlscher 
VcreJLn (OAY) because lacking any China background he is not 
invited to many oi the select gatherings of the OAV at which 
China travellers and China traders meet and exchange views. He 
Is hoping to rectify this situation, however,, by arranging for 
himself a trip to China under DCG auspices, preferably in the 
summer of 1967 when his sons are planning to go abroad. Aside 
from the services that CAHELM as a fully recruited legal travel- 
ler could perform, the trip would give him an Increased stature 
in circles interested in China, and while preparing for the trip 
he would have cover to contact almost anyone in Hamburg associated 
with China and to seek out names of other legal travellers, etc., 
which he at present can do only to a limited extent for cover 
reasons. CAHHLM^s current access, in addition to bis membership 
in the DCG and the OAV, consists of a wide circle of contacts 
Including politicians, businessmen, and sinologists, among whom 
he has been able to find spottees of XiCHARYEST and other interest 
and elicit information of operational significance. 



3. Aside from his ZiCHARVEST potential, CAHELH continues 
to maintain his membership in a large number of fringe political 
movements. While these are only of interest to us from time to 
time, it will probably be necessary for whoever handles him to 
pay some attention to them, if only because CAHSUI is obsessed 
with them and his desire to keep ODYOKS Informed on these organi- 
zations, as potential threats to stability or as indications of 
significant trends, is a key factor in his motivation for 
maintaining his relationship with us.
